They Will Convoy Ships and Watch for Submarines— Minister has taken less in double the tin 


Of Naval Services Acknowledges Help of the United States 
In Formation of Service 


Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, minister of 
naval services for Canada, authorizes 
the following statement on the royal 
Canadian naval air service, the or- 
ganization of which was decided up- 
on some weeks ago: 

The establishment’ of 
vice in Canada, intended primarily 
for the defence of the ‘Canadian 
coasts during the war, has been und- 
er consideration for some time, but 
various difficulties, chiefly concernett 
with the supply of the necessary ma- 
terial, have prevented this. being 
‘formed before. Early in 1918, how- 
ever, the government considered that 
the formation of an air service for 
coastal defence was of vital and im- 
mediate importance to Canada, and, 
as it was felt that this service should 
be of a. naval character and should 
work in conjunction with the R.C.N,, 
the matter was brought strongly be- 
fore the notice of the British ad- 
miralty. 

They were in 
and sent out an airship officer, Fit.- 
Commander Barron, ex-R. C. N., in 
March, 1918, to inquire into the gen- 
eral possibilities. The United States 
government lent the services of ~ an 
experienced’ civil engineer,  Licut. 
Johnson, U.S.N., and acting on the 
reports . these officers, the admiral-

general organization, assisted by a 
small staff, together with two exper- 
ienced seaplayg officers for command 
of the statioM¥s. ~ These 
ed in this country on Dominion Day 
and have, up to date, been settling 
details of the preliminary organiza- 
tion, in conjunction with the director 
of naval services, Admiral Kingsmill, 

Preliminary arrangements are now 
sufficiently advanced to warrant fur- 
ther details of the policy and organ- 
ization of the “service being given to 
the public. The title of the service 
will be the Royal.Canadian Naval Air 
Ser rise, awith. cams 0 See icone. 
men on similar lines to those formér- 
ly used in the R.N.A.S. 

Phe uniform for officers will be 
dark blue serge, cut on military lines 
vith naval-shaped cap. and badges 
distinctive from: the R. €. N., but jn- 
dicative of the title of the service. 
The uniform for men will .be similar 
to that formerly in use by the R. N. 
A.S., and.the discipline will be naval. 


Chie ( gov- 
ernment are due to the American gov- 
ernment for the latter having so gen- 
crously consented to supply the per 
sonnel for Canada’s royal naval air 
service, until such time as Canadian 
personnel could be properly trained 
to take thei. places. The American 
governinent has, as well, rendered ey 
cry assistance possible to the minis- 
ter of the naval service by allocating 
the necessary machines, which include 
aeroplanes, airships and kite bal 
loons. The presence of hostile sub- 
marines on the Atlantic coast, how 
ever, necessitated the immediat« 
adoption of measures to cope’ with 
them, ‘andthe minister of the naval 
service and his technical officers have 
lost no’ time in arranging for ade- 
quate air defencé, andnow make th: 
official announcement that machines 
are flying 6n-the Atlantic coast, ready 
to bomb hostile submarines and to 
escort convoys and perform other ef- 
ficient services. ‘This has been  ac- 
complished -with the splendid aid and 


assistance wf our ally, the United 
States, 

Subsequent to former press notice, 
a great number of applications foi 
cadetship have been received for a 
comparatively small number of va 
cancies at the moment, Owing to 


this small number of vacancies, it is 
felt that a large number of rejee- 
tions will cause considerable disap

flight cadets in the United States, 


with the exception of a small num- 
ber of airship cadets who will pro 
ceed to England for training, 

The preliminary organization for 
ihe provision of the necessary numi- 
ber of men is being completed, and 
applications will very shortly be en- 
tertained, notice of which will appear 
in the press in due course. Men with 
expericnce in the following trades 
will be asked for; Internal combus- 


tion engineers, fitters, turners, sheet | 


metal workers, acetylene welders, 
cabinetmakers, boat builders, photo- 
graphers, and men with storekceping 
or general office experience, together 


with a number of men for miscel- 
laneous unskilled duties at a Water 
date.

‘Poultry and eggs alone could pay 
Canad’s National War Debt,” says 
Mr. Fred C. Elford, Superintendent of 
the Poultry Division of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa; And’ he 
produces the following-figures to prove 
it 


“Canada’s net national debt on 
ctob 31, 1918, was $1,247,000,000. 
e have adopted the slogan, One 
undred hens to every farm, ten hens 
to. every urban lot. That would mean 
taking 1,000,000, as the round number 
of Canadian farms 100,000,000 hens in 
the country, and 10,000,000- hens in 
the cities, towns and villages, a total 
of 110,000,000. Of. course everybody 
in the city could not keep hens, and 
many would not even .if' they could. 
But many people in the suburban 
districts of -the cities, and in the 
sinaller towns, andthe country vil- 
lages could keep more than ten-20,-30,- 
50,-75 perhaps. So take an average of 
ten. A good select hen will produce 
200 eggs a vear. But taking a low 
estimate of ten.dozen eggs a. year 
(120) for 110,000,000 hens and we would 
produce 1,100,000,000, dozen eggs a 
“At the present time we consume in 


Canada 23 dozen eggs per head of 
ulation per annum in Canada. We 

2 this allowah@ to 5D 
dozen, a total of About, 350,000,000 doz- 
en. We use less than 25,000,000 dozen 
of our eggs at the present time for 
incubation. Suppose we ihcrease this 
to 50,000,000 dozen. ‘ That would total 
400,000,000 dozen for Canadian consum- 
ption, a very liberal allowance. We 
would then have left for export 700,- 
000,000.dozen at an ‘average price of 
say 40 cents per dozen. That would 
bring $280,000 000 per year into the 
country fromeggs alone. The interést 
on our debt of $1,247,000,000 at 54 per 
cent will amount to $68,585,000. We 
would pay this interest and appiy a 
balance of ,6213,415,000 to reducing 
the principal every year. In less than 
six years Canada’s bens would wipe 
out the total monetary cost of the 
war to Canada, and our total. net 
national debt. 

“T do not say that Canada will do 
this, But Lsay that Canada might 
well aim to do it, for itis witthiv the 
possibilities of what could be done 
without undue strain upon ol pre- 
sent labor capacity.” .
